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Injured player’s 
two-hour wait 
for ambulance

A TEENAGER from East Hunsbury 
was left in agony on a football 
field with a broken leg for nearly 
two-and-a-half hours before an 
ambulance arrived. 

Julian da Silva, 18, had been 
playing for Irchester Sports against 
Burton Park at Barton Seagrave on 
Sunday when he suffered a double 
fracture of his right leg. 

At one stage his father Paulo was 
so desperate to try to help his son, 
he came very close to moving him 
but thankfully he did not, as he 
was told by a consultant at 
Northampton General Hospital, 
that the broken bone could have 
cut an artery and it would have 
been far worse. 

Despite calls for an ambulance 
one did not turn up for two-and-a- 
half hours - this was 31 minutes 
after a paramedic arrived - two 
hours and five minutes after the 
original call was picked up. 

His mother, Megan da Silva said: 


“I am furious and outraged by what 
has happened. We phoned the 
ambulance service a number of 
times. 

“Having to wait two-and-a-half 
hours is unacceptable. 

“It has been a very traumatic 
experience for Julian and it left a 
very bad taste in our mouths. 

“We want to make people aware 
this has happened and not let it 
happen to anyone else.” 

The family will be making a for¬ 
mal complaint to East Midlands 
Ambulance Service. 

Phil Milligan, East Midlands 
Ambulance Service Chief 
Executive, said: “On Sunday, we 
received a call at 10:55am to report 
a traumatic injury sustained by Mr 
da Silva whilst he played football. 

“He was conscious and breathing 
and the call was categorised as not 
being immediately life-threaten¬ 
ing, requiring an ambulance 
response within 30 minutes. 

“At 11:08am an available double 
crewed ambulance was dispatched 
to respond to the incident. Within 


six minutes of its journey, the 
ambulance had to be diverted to a 
life-threatening emergency for a 
patient reporting to have breathing 
problems. 

“On this day, we were extremely 
busy responding to life-threaten¬ 
ing emergencies which include 
people reporting a cardiac arrest, 
someone who has stopped breath¬ 
ing or suffering a catastrophic 
bleed, and taking people to hospi¬ 
tal for further treatment. 

“A double ambulance crew 
became available at 13:08 and 
within 11 seconds it had been 
allocated to the call. 

“It arrived on scene 31 minutes 
after a response car paramedic 
who had arrived on the scene two 
hours and five minutes after the 
original call was picked up. 

“Mr da Silva was taken to the 
Northampton General Hospital. 

“I am sorry for the distress expe¬ 
rienced by Mr da Silva and for the 
anxiety caused to his family and 
friends who were with him at the 
time.”

Burglary and motor theft 
gang locked up for spree

SIX men have been jailed for a total of 
more than 20 years for a burglary spree 
across the county. 

The investigation started in May last 
year following a series of commercial 
burglaries in Northamptonshire and 
neighbouring counties. 

When committing these offences, the 
defendants used cars that they had 
stolen from other locations. 

They used cloned or stolen number 
plates on the cars in order to thwart 
attempts by the police to identify them. 

The offences dated between April 2012 
where Waitrose in Brackley was broken 
into and a wheelie bin used to steal ciga¬ 
rettes and June where a Londis store in 
High Street, Hardingstone, was broken 
into and cigarettes stolen. 

There was also an attack on the 
Roadchef Services on the Ml north¬ 
bound in May. 

Four men entered the services at 
Junction 15a wearing balaclavas and 
attached a long lifting strap around the 
cash machine at the rear of the foyer. 

They attempted to pull the machine 
from its fittings and out of the building 


using a stolen Nissan Terrano vehicle. 
One of the group stood in the door way 
of the foyer to keep the automatic door 
from closing while the theft was in 
progress. 

The straps were not strong enough to 
pull the machine from its fixings and 
broke, however the attempt caused 
significant damage to the building. 

Gavin Burnett admitted being involved 
in this offence along with three other 
masked men. 

The other defendants did not admit to 
being involved in this incident. 

On May 21, 2012, Anthony Cowdell and 
two other men, who have not been iden¬ 
tified, carried out a burglary at Harpole 
Village Store. 

In November, the defendants pleaded 
guilty to 18 commercial burglaries and 
one theft of a motor vehicle between 
them. 

They were sentenced at Northampton 
Crown Court on January 4. 

They are: 

- Darren Burnett, 37, of Billing Road, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to commit burglary and 
theft of a motor vehicle and was sen¬ 
tenced to four years and two months. 

- Anthony Cowdell, 24, of Coverack 


Close, Northampton, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to commit burglary and 
theft of a motor vehicle and was 
sentenced to four years and six months 
to be served concurrently. 

- Craig Bosworth, 28, of Byfield Road, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty to burgla¬ 
ry and was sentenced to two years and 
six months in custody. 

- Paul Grimbley, 25, of Briar Hill, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty to two 
offences of a theft of motor vehicle and 
was sentenced to 12 months and four 
months to be served concurrently. 

- Gavin Burnett, 31, of Melbourne 
Walk, Northampton, pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to commit burglary and was 
sentenced to four years and six months. 

- Carl Townsend, 30, of Coverack Close, 
Northampton, pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to commit burglary and was 
sentenced to four years and six months. 

Detective Inspector Lorraine Gordon, 
who led the investigation, said: “This 
was an organised criminal gang who 
committed numerous offences with 
complete disregard for people’s proper¬ 
ty. 

“They caused thousands of pounds 
worth of damage affecting businesses 
and the local community.”

THE police and fire service 
have been searching the River 
Nene for missing Artur Liana. 

Mr Liana, 32, was last seen 
in the early hours of 
December 22 in the centre of 
Northampton. He had become 
separated from his friends 
and CCTV footage shows him 
outside the Borjia nightclub in 
Castillian Street at about 
1.35am. 

An extensive search of the 


town centre has taken place, 
with more than 200 pieces of 
CCTV being viewed but there 
is still no evidence to suggest 
where he has gone. 

Detective Inspector Louise 
Fleckney, from Northampton 
CID, said: “The search of the 
river is just one aspect of the 
work that is taking place to 
trace Mr Liana.”

The 70-year-old found a lump in his 
neck two years ago and is making his 
constituents aware as to why his 
appearance may change over the 
coming weeks. 

He said: “Let me say from the outset 
that I recognise that many other people 
have gone through and will go through 
the exact same situation that I am 
about to embark upon. 

“The real reason I am saying all of 
this is that the doctors have told me 
my hair might fall out and I think my 
constituents ought to know why that 
change might be occurring, if it does. 

“I have nothing but praise for the 


staff at Northampton General Hospital 
and the doctors are fully confident that 
the condition is manageable and that 
the treatment will result in remission. 

“I am, of course, hopeful of that 
outcome too, not least because I still 
have a lot of work to do in 
Northampton.” 

Mr Binley oversees the Northampton 
Alive project and is chairman of 
Northampton Rail Users Group, which 
is involved in the plans to redevelop 
the train station, and remains deter¬ 
mined to see the projects through. 

He added: “In other words I face the 
new year with optimism, both for 
myself and for the town which I have 
had the great honour to represent.

‘Selfish’ finance boss 
jailed for £300k theft

A FINANCE manager at a 
holiday park has been jailed 
for stealing more than 
£300,000 from the company. 

It was heard in court yester¬ 
day that Andrew Stockwin, 
48, is currently serving a jail 
term for a similar offence 
where he stole hundreds of 
thousands of pounds from a 
previous employer. 

Stockwin used the money 
he took from Billing 
Aquadrome, between May 
2008 and September 2010, to 
fund a ‘lavish’ lifestyle. 

lenna Allen, prosecuting, 
told Northampton Crown 
Court that Stockwin held the 
most senior position in the 


finance team at Billing 
Aquadrome and it was not 
until after his resignation, 
which came a day before he 
was jailed at Cambridge 
Crown Court, that his theft 
came to light. 

In total, he had stolen 
£301,640.86 by making out up 
to 90 cheques to two Barclays 
bank accounts in his name. 

The court was told that 
Stockwin had similar offenc¬ 
es dating back 18 years and 
had been jailed for two years, 
and then for another five 
years, at Aylesbury Crown 
Court in 1998. 

He was due to be released 
from his five-year term in 
March, but fudge Rupert 
Mayo jailed him for a further 
six years and three months. 


In mitigation, Phillipa Ellis 
said: “His habits did not 
change (after his prison 
term) and when he met his 
new wife he treated her lav¬ 
ishly. 

“His monthly outgoings 
were around £5,000 and his 
income did not match what 
he was spending.” 

fudge Mayo said: “I have 
formed the view that you are 
a selfish man. You put your 
own material desires above 
anything else.” 

He added: “You secured a 
job at Billing Aquadrome 
and you began stealing from 
your employer until you 
decided to leave in 
September 2010. 

“Doing some rough calcu¬ 
lations, to put it into per¬ 


spective, you were getting an 
income of around £50,000 
before tax which equates to 
£4-4,500 a month. You were, 
on average, stealing nearly 
double that a month. 

“You were undeterred by 
prison sentences in the past. 
You got people to trust you 
and then stole from them.” 

He was jailed for two years 
and nine months for the 
theft of £142,315.82 from 
Billing Aquadrome between 
May 1, 2008 and June 30, 
2009. 

He was handed a consecu¬ 
tive sentence of three years 
and six months for the theft 
of a further £159,325.04 from 
the company between 
August 1, 2009 and 

September 30, 2010.

CARLSBERG’S bottling plant 
development is nearing comple¬ 
tion and is set to open this year. 

The scheme, which also 
includes related offices and 
covered car parking, will double 
the amount of beer that can be 
bottled on the site in Bridge 
Street, Northampton. 

The new bottling plant is in 
the south east corner of the site 
and falls within the 
Northampton Waterside 
Enterprise Zone. 

Announced by government 


last year, the zone aims to 
regenerate over 120 hectares of 
mostly disused land along 
Northampton’s river front. 

Construction of the bottling 
plant, which is the brewery’s 
second and complements the 
three canning lines already in 
operation. 

It follows the completion of a 
£40 million development of 
Carlsberg’s site in October 
2011, which saw brewing 
capacity increase, a third can¬ 
ning line installed and the intro¬ 


duction of an environmental 
programme to reduce energy 
consumption and waste. 

Matt Callan, supply chain 
director at Carlsberg UK, said: 
“Investing in Northampton is 
extremely important to us. 

“We’re proud to be part of 
such a great town, and now 
that the UK home of beers 
including Carlsberg, Tuborg and 
San Miguel has been cemented 
in Northampton, we can’t wait 
to see that first bottle roll off 
the 


£45m bypass will 
get the go-ahead

THE much-awaited Flore 
bypass is expected to get 
the nod from councillors 
next week. 

Northamptonshire 
County Council’s cabinet 
is to hear the results from 
the consultation on the 
proposed improvements 
to the A45 road between 
Daventry and 

Northampton. 

It would create a bypass 
for the villages of Flore, 
Upper Heyford and 
Weedon and alleviate 
current traffic pressure in 
those areas. 

More than 300 people 
attended three consulta¬ 
tion events last summer, 
with a total of 1,008 
responses received. 

The bulk of the support 
was for Northern route, 
Option A, which would 
cost an estimated 
£40-£45m and form a 
5.9km single carriageway 
west of the Ml at junction 
16. 

Councillors are expected 
to approve Option A on 


Tuesday. The route would 
be designed to a 70mph 
standard so that it could 
be converted to a dual 
carriageway in the future. 

Other alternatives which 
were considered were 
Northern route B, a 
central route and a south¬ 
ern route. 

The feedback showed 
that 84 per cent of 
respondents said they 
preferred a northern 
bypass route, with 69 per 
cent preferring the option 
being considered by 
cabinet. 

When the bypass is 
opened, the county coun¬ 
cil believes it would 
improve development in 
Daventry, as well. 

Ways of forward-funding 
the project could include 
seeking investment from 
private developers or third 
parties as well as from the 
Government’s Growing 
Places Fund which was 
established for such 
initiatives. 

Funding could also 
come from Section 106 
developer contributions, 
the Community 


Infrastructure Levy and 
the New Homes Bonus. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez De 
Savage, county council 
cabinet member for infra¬ 
structure and public 
protection, said: “The A45 
improvement link is a key 
priority for the county 
council and has been for a 
number of years. 

“However there has been 
a lack of funding available 
to bring such a project 
forward and that is why 
we’re using our new inno¬ 
vative way of funding to 
get the scheme off the 
ground. 

“We held a consultation 
to gauge which would be 
the most popular route 
and used this information 
to inform our decision on 
which option to take 
forward. 

“This is an exciting initi¬ 
ative which will greatly 
help economic develop¬ 
ment in the county by 
improving infrastructure 
and bring improvements 
at a local level by 
alleviating traffic 
pressures in a number of 
villages.”

ONE of world’s oldest sisters has 
died at the age of 105.

£300k fine for firm 
after driver crushed

A LORRY firm has been 
fined £326,000 for 
‘poor and dangerous’ 
health and safety after 
one of its drivers was 
crushed to death. 

Russell Homer, 44, 
was killed by a runaway 
lorry in December 2010 
while he was working at 
Nightfreight Ltd on 
Doddington Road, Earls 
Barton. 

He was crushed 
against a stationary 
vehicle when his own 
vehicle moved off while 
he was coupling the 
tractor unit to the trail¬ 
er. 

After striking him the 
lorry continued to roll 
down a slope, travelling 
another 27 metres 
before crashing into a 
wall. 

Had it not been 
stopped by the wall it 
may have rolled directly 
out onto a public high¬ 
way. 

Mr Homer, a father of 
two from Overstone, 
died at the scene from a 
serious chest injury. 


Northampton Crown 
Court heard on Monday 
that an investigation by 
the Health and Safety 
Executive (HSE) identi¬ 
fied issues with 
Nightfreight drivers 
coupling up vehicles 
without following the 
company’s rules. 

They were not apply¬ 
ing the handbrake to 
the tractor unit or turn¬ 
ing off the engine. 

This dangerous prac¬ 
tice was known to 
Nightfreight who failed 


to effectively monitor 
its employees and 
ensure they followed 
the correct, safe work¬ 
ing procedure. 

The HSE investigation 
also found that there 
were no appropriate 
measures in place to 
prevent vehicles parked 
on the slope from roll¬ 
ing away, such as flat¬ 
tening it out, installing 
road bumps in front of 
the vehicle wheels, or 
using chocks. 

After the hearing 


HSE inspector Judith 
McNulty-Green said: 
“Mr Homer’s death was 
entirely preventable 
and his life has need¬ 
lessly been lost. 

“It happened because 
of a poor and dangerous 
practice that the com¬ 
pany was aware of but 
did nothing to stop. 

“Appropriate controls 
should also have been 
in place to ensure vehi¬ 
cles did not roll away. 

“What is so disap¬ 
pointing is that there 
had been previous sim¬ 
ilar incidents at this 
company and at the 
same site. 

“Lessons should have 
been learned from 
these but weren’t.” 

Nightfreight of 
Willenhall, West 
Midlands, pleaded 
guilty to breaching 
Sections 2(1) and 3(1) of 
the Health and Safety at 
Work etc Act 1974. 

The company was 
fined £270,000 for the 
Section 2(1) charge and 
£30,000 for the Section 
3(1) offence. 

It was also ordered to 
pay costs of £26,000.

Historical finds at 
site of new station

ARCHAEOLOGISTS 
have unearthed a Saxon 
brooch and an ironstone 
wall at the train station. 

The trench, which was 
dug in October 2012, has 
found remains dating 
back to the Medieval 
and Saxon period. 

They included an iron¬ 
stone wall, pottery frag¬ 
ments and a brooch. 

There will be an archae¬ 
ological investigation 
covering the full foot¬ 
print of the new station 
building in the next few 
weeks. The excavation 
will seek to reveal and 
record any remains in 
the area, prior to build¬ 
ing starting in Spring. 

In medieval times 
Northampton Castle 
was situated on part of 
the current station site. 
However, it was largely 
destroyed and displaced 
over time as the railway 
was developed. 

The new station will be 
twice the size of the

existing building. Chris 
Garden, WNDC’s 
Director of Regeneration, 
said: “Not only does 
Northampton have a 
bright future; it has a rich 
and important past. 

“That’s why we are 
working in partnership 
with archaeological 
experts as we prepare 
for the new and 
improved station. The 


next stage of investiga¬ 
tions will help us ensure 
the history of the site is 
recorded and respected 
as the development 
moves ahead.” 

The detailed design of 
the station building will 
be finalised early this 
year, with construction 
works due to commence 
in the Spring and com¬ 
plete in 2014.

Of the 115 arrested, 
24 were young drivers 
aged between 17 and 
24. 

Deputy Chief 
Constable Suzette 
Davenport said: “Even 
though we did breath¬ 
alyse more people the 
number over the limit 
was slightly less. 

“This is something I 
cautiously welcome 
and hope it means 
that motorists are 
finally starting to 
think before they get 
behind the wheel after 
having a drink. 

“Our aim is to not 


only stop any motor¬ 
ists who think it is 
okay to drive while 
over the limit but also 
to educate all motor¬ 
ists about the dangers 
of drink and drug 
driving. 

“Officers take the 
opportunity to speak 
to those motorists 
they pull over about 
the rules of the road 
and what the conse¬ 
quences could be if 
they do decide to 
drink and drive. 

“Officers carry out 
breath tests through¬ 
out the year as part of 
our ‘Fatal Four’ cam¬ 
paign, not just at 
Christmas.”

Private hire drivers 
rapped for ‘flagging’

MORE than 80 private hire 
drivers have been taken to 
court for illegally picking up 
fares in the street. 

In the past three years, 24 
private hire drivers have had their 
licence suspended while a further 
12 have had it revoked. 

The figures were released to 
the Herald & Post after a Freedom 
of Information request. 

Private hire drivers are only 
allowed to pick up passengers 


who have booked the journey in 
advance. 

Since 2009, Northampton 
Borough Council has success¬ 
fully prosecuted 81 drivers at 
Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court for ‘flagging’ - which is 
when they get business from a 
member of the public in the 
same way a taxi would. 

This invalidates the driver’s 
insurance. 

Councillor fohn Caswell said: 
“As professional drivers people 
trust private hire drivers to get 
them to a destination safely and 


responsibly. It is only right that 
we not only expect a private hire 
vehicle to be roadworthy, but the 
driver knows the law. 

“A private hire driver will inval¬ 
idate their insurance if they pick 
up a fare that has not pre-booked 
their journey. This is not only 
illegal but irresponsible. I would 
hate to think what would hap¬ 
pen if there were an accident 
involving an uninsured driver. 

“This is something we take 
seriously and we make regular 
checks to catch drivers who are 
prepared to break the law.”

Turn speed cameras back on after road deaths 


SO there’s a rise of almost 90 per cent in road 
deaths in the first full year since the speed 
cameras were switched off. 

The police don’t accept that the removal of 
the speed cameras is the cause. 

First, I feel desperately sorry for the people 
who have lost their sons, daughters, husbands, 
wives, mothers and fathers. 

Road deaths are not just a statistic, they go on 
affecting families for decades afterwards. 

Second, I understand that the causes can be 
many things - mobile phone use, alcohol, poor 
road conditions and the weather. 

However as speed is clearly one of the contrib¬ 
utory factors, and the one we can influence, 
why on earth don’t Northamptonshire County 
Council do what Oxford did when faced with a 
spike in road deaths and turn them back on? 

The accidents that happened may not have 
happened in the immediate vicinity of where a 
dead speed camera is located, but when people 
know there are no working cameras and their 
chances of being caught speeding are small, 
they drive faster everywhere all the time. 

The Conservative-run county council decided 
to turn off speed cameras, turn off half the lights 
and cut the numbers of police on the streets. 

Have these decisions led to the increase in 
road deaths? If one of those deaths was a 
relative of mine, I would be marching on County 
Hall. What will it take for them to listen?

Make Ridings in Northants 

IT seems there is nothing new about local 
government re-organisation. Way back in 
1889, the Yorkshire Ridings were created. 

The term riding came into Old English as 
a loanword from Old Norse meaning a third 
part, especially of a county. 

In recent years there has been talk of there 
being unitary councils. A few years ago the 
idea of as county-wide unitary was firmly 
rejected. 

More recently proposals for a Northampton 
unitary were shelved through lack of 
Government support. Unitary authorities 
down the road in Bedfordshire seem to have 
been successful. 

Whilst one or two upmarket areas on the 
edge of Northampton seems broadly support¬ 
ive of the recent suggestion of forming parish 
councils, the town itself seems to show little 
enthusiasm. 

Our county is very elongated, stretching some 
70 miles from tip to tip. Poetically it stretches 
from Kings Cliffe to Kings Sutton: visually, tak¬ 
ing points just beyond the extrem¬ 

ities, it stretches from Peterborough 
to Banbury. 

Its borders make contact with some seven 
other ancient geographical counties. 

In contrast the width approximates to around 
30 miles at its widest. It makes sense to divide 
our county into ridings, one in the south, one 
in the middle and one in the north. People in 
Northampton look to MK and Harborough 
rather than Peterborough or Banbury. 

Buckinghamshire is also a long county 
stretching from north to south, though 
perhaps not quite so long. The northern and 
narrowest part forms the MK unitary 
authority. Ridings is a sensible way forward 
for our county.

Cold weather raises concerns 

AS a TV weather presenter who has reported 
on some of the coldest winters experienced in 
the UK, I am sincerely, very worried for the 
many thousands of people who won’t be able 
to heat their homes this year. 

Even before this winter’s energy price rises 
increased the average energy bill by seven 
per cent, nearly two-thirds (65 per cent) of 
people on low incomes surveyed by charity 
Turn2us said they were unsure whether they 
could afford heating and electricity without 
enduring financial hardship this winter. 

The Turn2us survey also revealed that at 
least seven in 10 (70per cent) people were 
unaware of how they might get help, and four 
in 10 (41 per cent) said they would resort to 
cutting back on essentials such as food if they 
couldn’t afford to heat their homes. 

With recent estimates suggesting that 
300,000 more homes will be pushed into fuel 
poverty this winter, we are urging people to 
see what help is available as a first port of call 
if affording bills becomes difficult.

Just Cry Freedom

EIGHT years ago a piece of 
legislation came in to force 
which led to an increase in 
‘openness’ in public bodies. 

It is, of course, the Freedom 
of Information Act, which 
came into power on ianuary 1, 
2005. 

Northampton Borough 
Council has seen requests for 
information increase three¬ 
fold since that time and leader 
Cllr David Mackintosh said it 
has helped change attitude 
towards transparency at the 
council. 

He said: “I am a big advocate 
of transparency in how public 
money is being spent. 

“It has become a culture, 
though, that people will go 
down the FOI route when all 
they really have to do is ask for 
the information and we can 
give it to them straight away. 

“You never know what each 
request is going to bring. I have 
had to trawl through my inbox 
and provide copies of emails 
which can take up a lot of time. 

“Luckily, I am very conscien¬ 
tious about keeping things but 
it can sometimes take things 
out of context. 

“What is said in an email 
doesn’t always explain things 
properly.” 

The council is one of the few 



in the country which has never 
received an adverse decision 
by the Information 
Commissioner. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “People 
do seem to think that we are 
trying to hide things but often 
people can easily find answers 
to their questions by searching 
our website. 

“We even now publish any 
spending over £250, rather 
than the £500 limit that it used 


to be. This past year we have 
had so many requests for 
information about the bus 
station redevelopment. 

“Nothing that has been dis¬ 
closed is anything that was not 
already available to people.” 

Huge amounts of informa¬ 
tion have been released under 
the Act and the council has 
even sent one member of the 
public documents relating to a 
Mayor of the town back in 
1862. 

It is now the oldest informa¬ 
tion disclosed by the authority. 

The person requesting the 
information had discovered a 
medal (left) relating to iohn 
Phipps in 1982 and was seeing 
if he could find out more about 
him. 

The commemorative plaque 
has now been made available 
to the museum in case of any 
future exhibitions on 
Northampton mayors. 

Cllr Mackintosh said: “The 
strangest FOI I can think of 
was when a man had gone out 
dressed as Goldilocks around 
town and wanted the CCTV 
footage of him around town. 

“We did provide it, but at a 
cost.” 

‘Goldilocks’ was a student at 
the university and had been 
doing an ‘outside theatrical 
performance’ and needed 
proof he had walked 
Northampton’s streets as the 
character.

Video scheme to help 
free up coppers’ time

PLAN: Police officers will spend less time in court 


POLICE officers will soon be 
able to give evidence in court 
without leaving the station. 

In plans announced by Justice 
and Policing Minister Damien 
Green, Northamptonshire will 
be one of 13 areas to start using 
the live link technology this 
year. 

The aim is to cut police time in 
travelling to and from court. 

It is hoped that it could lead to 
witnesses for the prosecution, 
who may be vulnerable or feel 
intimidated, making use of the 
technology so they do not have 
to attend the same court as the 
defendant. 

In the areas where the scheme 
is already in use it is estimated 
that 300 police hours were saved 
by using live video links around 
75,000 times. 

The police witness will remain 
at the police station (or other 
police site) while the Judge or 
Bench, jury, court officers, pros¬ 
ecutor, defence solicitor and 
defendant are at the court. 

It is anticipated that first hear¬ 
ings for defendants could also be 
heard using the video. 

Justice Minister Damian Green 
said: “We want the justice 
system to respond more effec¬ 


tively to the needs of victims, 
witnesses and professionals. 

“Video technology is vital in 
this and I am extremely pleased 
that thousands more people up 
and down the country will be 
seeing more criminal justice 
areas and courts making use of 
the technology. 

“This is one part of our drive to 
create a swifter and more effi¬ 
cient justice system for all.” 

The scheme has come under 
criticism from some groups, 


including the Law Society. 
Writing in the Guardian, chair¬ 
man of the Law Society’s 
Criminal Law Committee 
Richard Atkinson said: ‘What is 
of concern, however, is the 
emphasis on speed. 

‘Little consideration seems to 
have been given to the need to 
balance speed with justice - jus¬ 
tice being about convicting the 
guilty and acquitting the inno¬ 
cent, rather than focusing on the 
desire for retribution.’

NORTHANTS’ coaching chief is not 
surprised by the progress the 
Thunder have made during their 
first season in the England 
Basketball League (EBL) and 
expects the side to achieve promo¬ 
tion. 

After several years running a suc¬ 
cessful junior side, the decision was 
taken to enter a men’s team into the 
national leagues and it has proved 
an inspired one. 

Thunder are unbeaten at the mid¬ 
way point of the season, sitting top 
of the VCARS.co.uk Division Four 
Midlands conference. 

The squad is largely based around 
players who have come through the 
Thunder youth system and have 
now returned to the club after seek¬ 
ing senior basketball elsewhere. 

“A lot of them have come back to 
us because this is where they first 
learnt to play basketball and now 
they have the chance to do so again 
at a high level,” John Collins, the 
coaching co-ordinator, said. 

“We actually wanted to go into the 
league at a higher level, but the 
rules of [governing body] England 
Basketball mean that you have to 
start at the bottom. 

“At the start of the season, the aim 
was always to get into the play-offs 
and win promotion to the third 
division for next season.” 

The decision to enter a senior 
men’s team into the EBL was taken 
on the back of the club’s track record 
in producing players since 2007, 
having evolved from the old 
Northampton Schools team. 

Boys joining Thunder now have 
the opportunity to progress all the 
way from Under-lls to senior level 
with the club, while the Lighting 
offers girls the chance to play all the 
way up to Under-18s. 

Collins admitted it is difficult to 
compete with sides from the major 
population areas like London, 
Birmingham and Manchester, but 
he is proud of the fact 20 players 
from the club’s boys and girls set¬ 
ups were invited to the national and 
regional England camps over 
Christmas period. 

There are no definite plans for 
Lightning to enter a women’s team 
into the EBL as well, but Collins 
believes that could happen at some 
point in the future, particularly 
with the club strengthening their 
links with the Moulton College bas¬ 
ketball programme. 

“Some of our former girls are now 
playing for Northamptonshire 
Titans and we’re not out to go 
around making it difficult for other 
people,” said Collins. 

“What we have found is that a lot 
of our current Under-16 girls are 
interested in going to Moulton 
College. 

“They would only be 17, but I have 
no doubt that they would be able to 
cope.” 

Thunder resume their quest for 
promotion on Saturday, January 19 
when they host local rivals Leicester 
Warriors II at the Northants 
Basketball Centre.

CLARKE Carlisle was frustrated to 
be left sitting on the sidelines on 
New Year’s Day because of a trans¬ 
fer rule which meant he was unable 
to feature for Northampton Town in 
their 3-1 win over Dagenham & 
Redbridge. 

The central defender had agreed a 
deal to make his stay at Sixfields a 
permanent one as soon as his loan 
from York City had concluded, but 
could not sign any paperwork until 
the January transfer window 
opened. 

Matters were complicated by the 
fact that his six-month contract with 
parent club York expired on 
December 30 which meant the 
Cobblers were unable to extend his 
loan beyond that date. 

That left Carlisle an unattached 
player on New Year’s Eve, and with 
the deadline for registering players 
being noon on the day before the 
game, he was left in limbo until the 
January transfer window opened. 

“It was ridiculous,” said Carlisle. “I 
just hate all of that side of the indus¬ 
try when you’ve got players who 
want to play. 

“All we want to do is just go out and 
play football, and just for the sake of 
an hour here or a piece of paper there 
you’re not allowed to. 

“It’s incredibly frustrating, but the 
boys won that game and that’s all 


that matters. It gave me a New Year 
at home, which is a first in a very 
long time, but I would rather be in 
the side from here until the end of 
the season.” 

Carlisle penned his 18-month 
Cobblers contract last week and 
made his return in last Saturday’s 
3-1 win over Fleetwood Town, a win 
that took them to within a point of 
the League Two play-off places. 

Northampton boss Aidy Boothroyd 
was keen to sign the 33-year-old, 
who he managed at Watford, after 
he played a huge part in helping the 
club avoid relegation to the Blue 
Square Bet Premier during his loan 
spell last season. 

Carlisle contemplated retiring last 
summer and by the time he had 
made up his mind to carry on, 
Boothroyd had turned his attention 
elsewhere. But he has now got his 
man and he expects Carlisle to be 
one of only a couple of additions this 
month, conceding he will be much 
quieter than he was at this stage of

last season when he frantically 
signed a raft of players. “Last January 
I was absolutely scratching around 
and I think it was the biggest phone 
bill in the club’s history,” said 
Boothroyd. 

“This year we’re a little bit more 
settled, our new signings are players 
that are coming back and we have 
got one or two on the wish list. 

“But it is only one or two and if we 
don’t get them then we’re not par¬ 
ticularly bothered. 

“I want us to improve and be better, 
but I don’t want to break anything 
we have got. It’s certainly about add¬ 
ing to what we have got as opposed 
to re-jigging it or it is broken and 
needs fixing.” 

It is also very different from the 
state Carlisle found Northampton in 
this time last year. Instead of looking 
over their shoulder at the sides below 
them they are among those compet¬ 
ing for promotion. 

Town head to Chesterfield on 
Saturday and a win at the Proact 
Stadium could, depending on results 
elsewhere, lift them up into the divi¬ 
sion’s play-off spots. 

For that to happen, it would need 
Northampton to reverse their 
wretched away record which is 
among the worst in the league. 
Indeed, only two teams have a poor¬ 
er record on the road this season. 

Yet Carlisle is confident they are 
capable of replicating their form at 
Sixfields on the road. 

“It doesn’t matter what team Aidy 
puts out there, we have the where¬ 


withal within the squad to win 
games this season,” Carlisle said. 

“Aidy has compiled a squad that 
has everything you need to be suc¬ 
cessful in this division. It’s strong, 
organised, has pace and flair in the 
right areas and have put a run of 
consistent performances together to 
get the results that they are worthy 
of. Everyone wants to win and wants 
to be successful, but the actual posi¬ 
tion that we’re in, the confidence 
and performance levels, the results 
we are getting, the apprehension in 
opponents - it’s all so very different 
to last season.”

OLLY Stone is preparing to face an onslaught of 
sledging when he tours South Africa with the 
England Under-19s later this month, but the 
Northamptonshire all-rounder would not have it 
any other way. 

Stone, 19, was named in the 15-man squad for 
the two tests and five one-day internationals 
after impressing at the England Player 
Development camps. The tour runs from January 
23 to February 21. 

Northants wicket keeper Ben Duckett is also in 
the squad and he has warned his county team 
mate to expect a bit of chirping from the South 
Africans after experiencing it first hand during 
last year’s Under-19 World Cup. 

But Stone has no problems with that. In fact, it 
is a prospect he relishes and is looking forward to 
testing himself against the best the country has 
to offer. 

“I spoke to Ben about his experience of playing 
South Africa at the World Cup and he said they 
are really tough competitors, and had a few 
things to say during the game,” said Stone. 

“When you’re watching from the sidelines you 
don’t realise the things that get said out there, but 
I enjoy it because it adds a bit more competitive¬ 
ness to it. 

“I’m looking forward to it and it’s going to be a 
privilege to get the chance to play at some of the 
famous test match grounds.” 

His county pushed hard for him to be included 
in the squad as the selectors typically select play¬ 
ers with the next World Cup in mind. Stone will 
be ineligible for the tournament in the UAE next 
year. 

Northants head coach David Ripley is delighted 
with the progress Stone has made over the past 
two seasons. 

“Oily has been with Northants since he was 13, 
and we have seen him develop as a person and as 
a cricketer,” said Ripley. “He bounced back from a 
stress fracture and has been absolutely fantastic 
this season.” 

Before being elevated to head coach midway 
through last season, Ripley was heading up the 
academy at the County Ground and the Norwich- 
born youngster is pleased he can go to a familiar 
face for advice now he has broken through into 
the senior side. 

Not that the start to his career was the most 
auspicious. Stone’s Northants debut in a Friends 
Life t20 match away to Durham Dynamos in 2011 
saw him out for a golden duck, which was com¬ 
pounded by him being the third victim of a hat- 
trick by former England international Paul 


Collingwood. He then suffered an inju¬ 
ry but last year forced his way back into 
the reckoning, making his first-class 
debut against Yorkshire at Headingley 
in May and claiming White Rose skip¬ 
per Andrew Gale as his maiden County 
Championship scalp. 

Stone played twice more in Division 
Two, as well as making eight Clydesdale 
Bank 40 and a further three Twenty20 
appearances. He was rewarded with a 
two-year professional contract in July. 

With Steven Crook and Matthew 
Spriegel signing for Northants during 
the off-season, and fellow academy 
graduate David Willey already at the 


club, Stone faces some stiff competi¬ 
tion to secure a regular spot as an all- 
rounder. However, he is determined to 
ensure he stays in the reckoning and 
show his versatility in the three formats 
of the game. 

“I’ve come a long way from when I 
made my Twenty20 debut and I’ve been 
working hard since September, and to 
tour South Africa is a great opportuni¬ 
ty,” said Stone. 

“The main thing is to show I can adapt 
my game and make the subtle changes 
in the different formats. If I can do that 
in South Africa then it sets me up well 
for the start of the season here.”
